Annual Meeting 
Learns of 
Club’s Deficit 


Canadian Hockey Club Will Carry 
on With New Members Added 
to Former Executive—Will 
Raise Money to Meet 
Deficit of Over 
$1,000 

Canadians held their annual 
meeting on Sunday evening and it 
was so well attended that the ac¬ 
commodation of the council cham¬ 
ber was taxed to the limit. Presi- 

chair Frank Aboussafy was in 
Secretary Fred Guerard read the 
minutes and the financial report, 
the latter showing a deficit on the 
season’s activities of $1,055.19. 
President Aboussafy stated he re¬ 
gretted having to present a report 
showing such a deficit, but that he 
was sure hockey fans were well 
aware of the conditions the execu¬ 
tive had to contend with. It was 
unfortunate that the club had been 
a losing one, and in addition small 
“gates" had added to their finan¬ 
cial difficulties. He disliked leaving 
office with a deficit and suggested 
that the old executive remain in 
office until the deficit had been 
wiped out. However, the meeting, 
after discussion, elected additional 
members to work with the former 
executive. 

Thirteen names were nominated 
to be voted on. The four having 
the largest number of votes to re¬ 
main on the executive for two 
years and the three with the lowest 
number for one year. The results 
showed F. Aboussafy, A. F. Short, 
Geo. Burchell and S. Murdoch 
elected for two years, and J. Park, 
A. Gentile and R. Graham for one 
year. George Kellock was elected 
honorary president and H. C. Mc- 
Burney, honorary vice-president. 
A vote of thanks was given to the 
retiring executive. 


An artificial ice plant was again 
discussed. Harry Gardner stated 
that in his opinion $2,000 was 
needed to repair the roof alone and 
$16,000 required for installing the 
plant and equipment. Due to the 
war these figures might be a little 
low. In an effort to finance the 
artificial ice plant he suggested 
that efforts be made to have every 
wage-earner in town pay 50c a 
month towards payment of the 
plant for a period of three years 
and also 25c per month towards its 
upkeep. By this means children 
would be afforded free skating two 
or three nights a week and all 
hockey teams would have sufficient 
practice during the year. Secretary 
Fred Guerard spoke up and quoted 
from his financial statement that 
had Coleman had an artificial 
ice plant last year the club would 
have shown a profit on the year’s 
activities, as it took over a thou¬ 
sand dollars for pre-season train¬ 
ing. 

_ H. C. McBurney, who had been a 
silent spectator during the debate, 
spoke up and stated that before 
anything could be done to the 
arena consent would have to be 
given by the arena shareholders. 
He promised to hold a meeting of 
the shareholders and report back 
to a committee composed of H. H. 
Gardner, R. Spillers, J. A. McDon¬ 
ald and W. Fraser, sr. This com¬ 
mittee was empowered to call a 
public meeting after receiving Mr. 
McBurney’s report. 


Executive of Canadians hockey 
club have sponsored a raffle for 
$100 cash prizes. The purpose of 
the raffle is to wipe out the deficit 
on last season’s operations. Ev¬ 
eryone’s help is urged to make the 
draw a success.

E. G. Hansell and E . O. Duke 
Review Four Years Record 
of Social Credit Government

E. O. Duke and Ernest Hansell,! 
provincial and federal candidates, re-1 
spectively, in the forthcoming elec-1 
tions, opened their campaign in Cole¬ 
man on Tuesday evening in the com¬ 
munity hall. Mr. Tom Lawlor was 
chairman. E. Rees, of Hillcrest, one 
of the defeated nominees before the 
Social Credit advisory board, was also 
on the stage. Approximately 100 were 
in attendance. 

Mr. Duke gave a resume of the So¬ 
cial Credit government’s legislation 
during the past five years. He told of 
the financial interests’ opposition, of 
an empty treasury, nine millions of 
dollars in savings certificates entrust¬ 
ed to the government previous to the 
S. C. government taking office, had 
been spent; no money to pay wages 
of civil servants. The S. C. govern¬ 
ment had been forced to borrow $750,- 
000 then, but had not borrowed a 
cent more from that day to this. 

He lashed out at Mayor Andy Dav¬ 
ison, who has stated repeatedly that 
increased government revenue has 
come from the pockets of the small 
taxpayers. Mr. Duke quoted increased 
revenue figures from taxation from 
banks and corporations, auto licenses, 
beer sales, oil industry and income 
tax in the higher brackets. 

Due to the health services being 
inadequate, the Social Service tax had 
been raised from two to three mills, 
and he went on to list the benefits de¬ 
rived from the increase. 

The Production Tax was only a sug¬ 
gested tax, but had it been allowed 
to pass through the legislature, it 
would have eliminated the financial 
ills of the province. It was intended 
to eliminate a tax on land. 

When Labor placed a candidate in 
the provincial elections it was an in¬ 
sult to him, he who had done so 
much for Labor during the past five 
years. His government had passed 
the Hours of Labor Act, Minimum 
Wage Act, Approval of Trade Un¬ 


lions, The Check-Off, making possible 
unions to carry on, forced operators 
to install weighing machines to en¬ 
sure miners being given proper weight 
for their coal. 

In his two hours speech, Mr. Duke 1 
also dealt with the reduced debt of 
the province, fire insurance undertak¬ 
en by the province, and also on hard¬ 
surfaced roads, 78 miles being hard¬ 
surfaced before the advent of Social 
Credit, now 569 miles were hard-sur¬ 
faced. He scored the Independent can¬ 
didate, C. J. Tompkins, as a member 
of the old line parties who is now 
running under a different cloak for 
the purpose of ousting Aberhart. 

In opening his address, Ernest Han¬ 
sell stated this was his first public 
meeting in Coleman since his election 
five years ago. In his opinion the 
federal election had been called be¬ 
cause Mackenzie King had been afraid 
to face the music. He gave several il¬ 
lustrations of the Liberal govern¬ 
ment’s spendthrift ways. It had been 
rumored that Premier King was go¬ 
ing to bring down a billion-dollar bud¬ 
get, but to do so and then go to the 
people was committing political sui¬ 
cide, hence the election. 

He read extracts from evidence giv¬ 
en by Graham Towers, governor of the 
Bank of Canada, before parliament, 
where the state could create its own 
money. 

Joe Shaw’s remarks of “Kick the 
Rascals Out” came in for much 
laughter. 

Social Credit were anxious to have 
legislation to take care of the after- 
math of war, which they felt was as 
important as the winning of the war. 

E. Rees, in his remarks, stated C. 
J. Tompkins stood no chance of win¬ 
ning, and that the Liberal and Con¬ 
servative forces showed their dumb¬ 
ness in opposing Social Credit. Of 
Enoch Williams, he said that this man 
was in the field to split the. Social 
Credit vote.

GRIER RIDER DAVIS, National 
Conservative candidate for Ma- 
cleod Federal Constituency, has 
lived in Southern Alberta practic¬ 
ally all his life.

He was Sheriff and Clerk of the 
Supreme Court of the Judicial Dis¬ 
trict of Macleod from 1924 to 1934 
when he resigned to take over the 
law practice of Joseph D. Mathe- 
son, K.C., who was elevated to the 
Bench. He has been practising 
law in Macleod from 1934 to the 
present time. He served on the 
town council for two years and 
was elected mayor in 1939. He is 
married and has one son. In 
Federal politics he has been a 
Conservative; in provincial poli¬ 
tics he took an active part in the 
U.F.A. movement and was official 
agent for the late W. H. Shield in 
1921 and 1935. He is well acquaint¬ 
ed with conditions in the Macleod 
states that he will support all 
legislation beneficial to agricul¬ 
ture, coal mining and the oil in¬ 
dustry in his constituency.

COLEMAN, March. — “The 
educational department is the most 
autocratic machine in the prov¬ 
ince, ’ stated Earl G. Cook, former 
U.F.A. member for Pincher Creek, 
before a farmers’ rally in the com¬ 
munity hall at Pincher station. 

Not only by means of the en¬ 
larged school districts, with elim¬ 
ination of local trustees, but in the 
matter of teachers’ contracts, local 
boards had no say whatever, and 
the teaching profession was now 
a closed shop whereby no teacher 
could obtain a certificate unless he 
or she became a member of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Alliance. Edu¬ 
cational methods in the country 
schools as far as the experience of 
farmers in this district is concern¬ 
ed, have not shown the least im¬ 
provement, while taxes have been 
increased 100 per cent. 

If the Aberhart government was 
returned, he predicted that even¬ 
tually the department of education 
would become so autocratic that 
even the limited number of 
trustees now allowed might be re¬ 
placed by official trustees, and the 
farmers would have no say what¬ 
ever, while taxes would probably 
further increase. In fact he stated 
he had been advised that in addi¬ 
tion to the 100 per cent increase 
now in force, amounting to ten 
mills on the assessment, it might 
be increased to 16 mills. And this 
from a government which had 
promised lower taxation on assum¬ 
ing office. 

Noel Cox, a prominent farmer of 
over 30 years in the district, ad¬ 
mitted that in 1935, he with many 
others felt that with the promises 
then made to the electors, the 
Social Credit party might at least 
be given a chance to prove its 
worth, but after four and a half 
years it was evident that in face 
of ever increasing taxation and 
the payment of large sums to com¬ 
missions for work which should be 
done by the cabinet ministers, none 
of these promises would ever be 
made good. He had been a close 
observer of school district affaire, 

, having at various times served on 
the trustees’ board, and despite 
all the repitted benefits of the en¬ 
larged school unit, he could see no 
difference whatever in the local 
rural schools. 

Both speakers advocated the re¬ 
turn of Independent candidates, 
urging the electors to support C. 
J. Tompkins. The latter thanked 
the meeting for the expression of 
confidence towards him, and as¬ 
sured them he would give consider¬ 
able time towards becoming better 
acquainted with their problems, 
so that if elected he would be able 
to represent their views in the 
legislature. 

A. M. Densmore, of Lundbreck, 
in a short address, stated that 
after listening to the grievances 
expressed, in which he whole¬ 
heartedly concurred, if the people 
of this province were so short¬ 
sighted as to return to power the 
Aberhart government, then, in the 
words of the premier, it was their 
God-given right to suffer more.

Practical farmers have found, for instance, that during dry years it 
does not pay to apply chemical fertilizers to the crops except in the earlier 
stages of their growth while there is sufficient spring moisture in the soil 
to render them readily soluble. At this stage, growth is hastened, result¬ 
ing in earlier maturity. If drought continues throughout the growing sea¬ 
son, farmers have found that later applications do not further stimulate 
growth or increase yields, and in some cases they are actually a deterrent. 

This, it is believed, is due to the fertilizer remaining too concentrated to 
benefit the plant. 

Students of agriculture learn that the complete fertilizer consists of 
three principal constituents—nitrogen, phosphorous and potash. Technical 
agriculturists recognize that, generally speaking, the soil in the northern 
bush areas of the three provinces is deficient in nitrogen and this lack is 
believed to be due to the leaching of the soil by rains. The principal de¬ 
ficiency in the southern areas of these provinces is said to be phosphorous, Mix c 
and the blame for lack of phosphorous is expressed in the belief that con- 
tinuous cropping to cereals has exhausted the land of phosphates. These, (

Edmonton Correspondent Reviews 
Political Affairs and Coming 
Election on March 21st— 
Independents Gain Sup¬ 
port Throughout the 
Province 

EDMONTON, Alta.—The final 
phase of Alberta’s election cam¬ 
paign is under way this week, with 
the scores of candidates for the 
legislature’s 57 seats filing their 
official nominations Monday. 

The election on Thursday of 
next week will be the most critical 
in the province’s history with Al¬ 
bertans themselves deciding what 
kind of legislature and government 
they are going to have for the next 
five years of war-time and, it is 
hoped, of post-war planning. 

The question boiled down, they 
said, to these alternatives: 
Whether Albertans are going to 
continue under the party rule of 
the Social Credit, with its promises 
of basic dividends and its claims 
of “protection” but its perform¬ 
ance of heavily increased taxation 
and its isolation of Alberta from 
outside confidence and develop¬ 
ment, or whether Albertans are 
going to send non-party represent¬ 
atives to the legislature, each man 
free to follow his own convictions 
without fear of party discipline or 
hope of party ballyhoo. 

Although there are three dozen 
C.C.F. candidates in the field, there 
is little possibility of enough of 
them being elected to have a 
majority in the legislature and the 
right to form a government them¬ 
selves, it is acknowledged in 
political circles here. The chief 
contest is between the Social 
Credit party machine throughout 
the province and the Independent 
candidate in each constituency. 

The fact that the Independent 
candidate in practically all con¬ 
stituencies has cut deeply into 
Social Credit support, so obviously 
that Independents are expected to | 
sweep the south and take many of 
the northern seats as well, was 
emphasized last week by renewed 
attack by William Aberhart and 
his organization against the In¬ 
dependent cause. A new propa¬ 
ganda pamphlet, entitled “The 
Money Power’s Plan for Alberta,’ 
alleged that “financial interests’ 
are backing the Independents and 
pledging them to restore full bond 
interest charges and “permit 
seizure of property.” The pam¬ 
phlet contradicted itself, however, 
by preducting that the “legislature 
of Independents will be disunited 
because it will have no united 
policy.” 

The most interesting point about 
the pamphlet was the note that it 
was published and perhaps paid 
for by the Social Credit League, in¬ 
stead of being printed at the ex¬ 
pense of the public treasury like 
most of the previous propaganda 
of the Social Credit party. Poli¬ 
tical wiseacres considered 
vicious but ineffective propaganda, 
because the voters in each con¬ 
stituency know the man whom they 
have nominated as Independent 
candidate, and know that he is 
working for no one and responsible 
to no one except the electors in 
his own riding. 

In spite of the seriousness of the 
Social Credit party seeking to help 
itself politically by publishing 
false propaganda at the expense 
of the public treasury in “The 
Records Tell the Story,” there was 
amusement last week at an explan¬ 
ation given for the false figures 
and other misstatements set out 
in that pamphlet. J. H. Unwin, 
Social Credit whip and M.L.A. for 
Edson, and candidate for that seat 
again, stated solemnly that the 
falsehoods in the propaganda were 
put in there by “a Liberal stenog¬ 
rapher” employed rn the parlia¬ 
ment buildings. He did not at¬ 
tempt to explain how the false 
statements escaped editing and 
proof-reading and then appeared 
again in a “revised” and reprinted 
issue of the pamphlet. 

Figures on taxation, revenue 
and expenditures are juggled 
cleverly in both editions of the 
booklet, but few electors could 
know it because copies of the pro¬ 
vincial official public accounts to 
check them are scarce and expen¬ 
sive. 

j The most obvious falsehood in 
the pamphlet, repeated in the re- 
| vised edition, is the claim that the 
j boundaries of Manitoba, Ontario 
and Quebec have been extended to 
. the Arctic circle, and "why not 
Alberta’s?” A glance at the map 
j of Canada shows that Manitoba’s 
most northerly point is exactly the 
j same as Alberta’s, that Ontario’s 
j is on a level with McMurray, Al¬ 
berta, and that Quebec extends 250 
miles further north than Alberta 


but still 275 miles south of the 
Arctic circle. Contrary to the 
pamphlet’s claim, no commercial 
deposits of iron, lead or zinc have 
been discovered in the Nortswest 
Territories. Only great ignorance 
of Canada, or deliberate falsifica¬ 
tion with the optimistic hope of 
escaping detection, could have per¬ 
mitted such statements. But it 
was commented, those statements 
followed the standard of truth 
throughout the pamphlet, a gov¬ 
ernment document printed at pub¬ 
lic expense although for party 
political purposes. 

Developments last week in the 
political picture included these: 

Social Credit organizations in 
several constituencies rebelled 
against dictation by Albert's “ad¬ 
visory board” in selection of can¬ 
didates: in Drumheller, Herbert 
Ingrey, M.L.A. in the last house, 
quit the race; in Olds, H. J. Ash, 
former member, who was refused 
renomination for the party, said 
he’d run anyway; and in several 
other ridings, Social Credit-ers re¬ 
solved not to support the board’s 
selection. 


Provincial Treasurer Solon Low 
defended members’ acceptance of 
$2,000 indemnities for seven days’ 
attendance in the legislature last 
month, by saying the money repre¬ 
sented payment for a whole year’s 
work as representatives of con¬ 
stituencies. R. G. Reid, former 
premier and provincial treasurer, 
who is not contesting this election, 
pointed out that, in that case, all 
the members had taken five years’ 
pay for less than four and a half 
years’ work since 1935; that mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet and members of 
boards had taken double salaries 
during that time, the premier to 
the extent of $50,000 for himself. 


In Edmonton, N. B. James, for¬ 
mer Social Credit member of the 
house for Acadia, and now a can¬ 
didate in Edmonton, denied that 
the party had ever promised citi¬ 
zens a dividend of $25 a month, 
couple of days later, Premier 
Aberhart said that if Canada were 
an "economic democracy” he could 
issue dividends of $100 a month to 
every family, and the only thing 
standing in the way of it “is the 
present money monopoly held by 
the financial institutions.”

Horses Are Dressed Up 

Haulage Contractors On London 
Docks Using Old Fashioned 
Charms 

J. R. T. Taylor, in P.L.A. Monthly, 
says: Owing ot the curtailment of 
petrol supplies many haulage con¬ 
tractors on London docks are fur¬ 
bishing up their horse-drawn vans.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

MARCH 17 


Golden text: He was despised, and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief. Isaiah 
63:3. 

Lesson: Matthew 26:57—27:56. 

Devotional reading: Psalm 22:1-8. 

The Crucifixion, Matthew 27:32-38. 
Jesus was led to a knoll outside the 
city ' limits called Golgotha. Gol¬ 
gotha means the place of the skull”. 
Our word Calvary comes from the 
Latin word calvaris, a skull. The 
hill was oval, or skull-shaped. There 
they offered Jesus a narcotic, wine 
mingled with gall, for it was a merci¬ 
ful practice to give a stupefying 
drink to one about to be crucified. 
Dr. Edersheim informs us that this 
charitable office was performed at 
the cost of an association of women 
in Jerusalem. “Jesus declined it, not 
because the endurance of physical 
suffering was needful to the efficacy 
of his sacrifice, not because he had a 
scntimenal repugnance to dying in a 
state of stupefaction (compare Dr. 
Johnson: ‘I will take no more physic, 
nor even any opiates; for I have 
prayed that I may render my soul 
up to God unclouded’), but because 
he still had work to do. It was well 
for the penitent brigand (Luke 23: 
39-43) and Mary (John 19:26, 27) 
that he declined it.” 

Then they crucified him. "No 
method of execution could have been 
invented more lingeringly cruel. The 
torn flesh, the cramping of the 
muscles, the dreadful weight of the 
body pulling against the nails, thirst, 
fever, and the torture of the change¬ 
lessness of those fixed hands and feet 
—put the whole being of a man on 
their relentless rack. Yet because 
mortal part was directly touched, 
n often were long in dying. They 
might hang alive on the cross until 
the second day” (Walter Russell 
Bowie). 

Darkness Without and Within, 
Matthew 27:45-49. From twelve noon 
till three in the afternoon there was 
darkness over the land. The only 
Word from the cross which Matthew 
records is the despairing cry, “Eli, 
Eli, lama sabachthani,” which meant 
“My God, my God, why has thou for¬ 
saken me?” The words are those 
with which the Twenty-second Psalm 
begins, and it is suggested that had 
his strength held out Jesus would 
have uttered the entire Psalm with 
its later words: 

The Death, Matthew 27:50. Again 
Jesus cried with a loud voice and 
Luke records the words, “Father, 
into my hands I commend my 
spirit,” and yielded up his life.

TUBERCULOSIS IN THE CANA¬ 
DIAN ARMY 


According to McLean’s magazine, 
more than 3,000 of the Canadians 
Who enlisted in the Great War died 
of tuberculosis. Ten per cent, of 
them saw service in Canada only. 
More than 4,000 veterans are still on 
pension for tuberculosis laid to war 
service. If the 3,000 who died from 
tuberculosis were treated for an 
average of two years at a cost of 
three dollars per day the approxi¬ 
mate total cost of this groups alone, 
not counting pensions to dependents, 
would be sixty and one-half million 
dollars. 

More than 4,500 men are receiving 
pensions for tuberculosis. Many of 
these are totally disabled and bn full 
allowance. If the average pension 
is $75.00 per month, the annual cost 
has been $4,050,000. The cost in the 
20. years since the end of the war 
would amount to $81,000,000. Since 
some of the disabled men were in in¬ 
stitutions for a part of the time, the 
cost of tuberculosis in the Canadian 
’ j Expeditionary Force has probably
